his contacts in local “zechoslovak circles, KOLACEK decided 
to leave Shenghai and enter Germany (Proctectorate of 
Bohemia and “oravia).

requested the German authorities for permission to return to 
Germany. This was given, but he is said to have had instructions 
to proceed via Siberia, which he categorically refused to do. 
In well informed cireles, this refusal is explained by the 
following circumstancess-=

to have received inform-tion a short while before the German- 
Czech conflict to the effect that KOLACEK had sold to a 
foreign intelligence service, secret documents relating. to 
relations between tha USER and Czechos] ovakias..: These 
documents came into his hands by virtue of his position as 
Secretary in the Consular service. This information, which

leave by the ®iberian route, but left Shanghai with his wife 
on November 17 in the ses. Conte Rm Verde for Trieste. Some 
time prior to his departure he requested from the Brench Folice 
a Certificate of Good Character. this request was not taken 
into consideration. 

On November 15, 1939 he turned his 
apartment, 182/52 Route Maginy, over to a German sCKELMAN, who 
is suspected of working for the wexomm Japanese Intelligence 


Service, with whom he is apparently @n the best of terms.
